The urgent tone which seemed to be lack­ 
ing in America’s initial responses to recent 
major Soviet missile-satellite gains has now 
been supplied by President Eisenhower. But 
setting the proper mood for the hard job 
ahead is clearly only a beginning. 
Wide approval has been 
voiced of his 
appointment of Dr. James R, Killian Jr., 
president 
of 
Massachusetts 
Institute 
of 
Technology, to coordinate and speed the 
country’s scientific defense program, with 
particular stress on long-range missiles. 
But the proof will be in the pudding, in 
the evidence yet to be had that the United 
has in fact made critical advance in 
missiles and satellites and thus has closed 
the dangerous gap opened by the Soviet 
Union. 
In many ways Mr. Eisenhower showed 
his deep concern for what Russia has done 
and his recognition that this demands of all 
of us, from the top down, a new spirit of 
effort and dedication if w’e are to preserve 
the free way of life. 
The President hit the proper point when 
he said Soviet launchings of earth satellites 
were most significant because of what they 
Implied as to Russia’s capabilities in rocket 
propulsion. 
Perhaps he would have done well also to 
mention Soviet claims of having successfully 
dispatched and put on target a long-range 


ballistic missile. W hether or not we accept 
the v alidity of this claim, we need to take 
open note of it. Too often we have under­ 
rated Soviet capacity to achieve advance* of 
great import. 
Tn his speech Mr. Eisenhower wisely 
sought to extend reassurance to all free peo­ 
ples that despite Soviet gains we still retain 
for ourselves a devastating capacity to inflict 
nuclear ruin on any potential enemy. 
The President recited many major de­ 
fense developments in his catalogue of re­ 
assurance, but put especial weight on our 
nuclear strength. He said scientists tell tim 
w'e still are well ahead in both quality and 
quantity of weapons. 
And he added we have the planes to de­ 
liver this nuclear force against crucial cen­ 
ters of resistance anywhere on earth. 
Some may feel that, in offering this com­ 
fort the President opened the way for a re­ 
turn in America to the complacency which 
plagued us before Sputnik I began circling 
the globe. 
But on balance what Mr. Eisenhower told 
Americans anil their friends abroad suggest­ 
ed we know' now, if we did not before, that 
any further dalliance on our part could be 
fatal to freedom everywhere. 
His call for action on all fronts, for stern 
new' effort to meet the changed world, de­ 
serves the fullhoarted response of all who 
prize liberty.

recu rrin g attack s of discomfort or pain in the lower 
part of the abdom en 
The attack* m a y l**t for several m inutes or even 
off and on for m onths. P ain of a era ropy, griping 
n atu re is often present. F requ en tly the abdom en 
feels

sounds These sym pto m s m ay be enough to disturb 
the sleep. 
Constipation is often blam ed for the trouble, but 
d ia rrhe a m ay be present too. a t least part of the

U nusual w o rry or anxiety often precedes an 
attack 
People who keep them selves at high tension 
are especially liable to trouble. Fatigue and expo- 


sure to cold, tobacco, various foods, laxatives and 
m an y other things m ay also bring on attacks. 
T reatm en t is m edical ra the r than surgical, The 
m ental w orry or tension which is m aking the condi­ 
tion worse must he tackled. V egetables and m any 
fruits usually increase the Irritation, Cooked cereals, 
milk and milk products, eggs and fish, c u sta rd s and 
sim ilar food* usually m ake up the hulk of the diet 
and d ecrease the irritability. Several medicine* are 
helpful, though not curative. 
Spastic colon does not affect the duration of life 
in 
spite of the distress it 
causes. U nfortunately 
m an y people who are afflicted w-ith it also have a 
tendency to vVorry about their health in general. 
This adds to the difficulty of treating spastic colon 
successfully. 
M any victim s of this alin ent seem to feel that 
they a te troubled with constipation and would be 
all right if the took laxatives. Actually, this is about 
the w orst thing they could do since it increases the 
wavelike motions of the digestive system and is 
likely to m ake all the sym ptom s worse. Indeed, st 
one tim e this disorder w as com m only oall# d*“ ca- 
thartic colitis.”
